ANNUAL  REPORT,  1913. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1913. 

The  amount  of  Out-door  Relief  expended  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  £114  2s.  Od.

At  Lo wedges  (Norton)  a  group  of  some  25  houses  receive  their 
supply  from  wells,  and  practically  all  houses  situated  near  the  mains  of 
the  Sheffield  Company  are  connected. 

During  the  year  the  Heatherfield  Estate  at  Totley  has  been  laid 
out  for  building  purposes,  and  arrangements  have  practically  been  made 
with  the  Sheffield  City  Council  to  connect  the  houses  built  on  this  Estate 
with  the  sewer  in  Grove  Road. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  old 
sewer  from  Victoria  Road  empties  into  the  Totley  Brook,  just  below  the 
Chemical  Works.  From  time  to  time,  especially  in  hot,  dry  weather, 
complaints  have  been  received  of  an  offensive  smell  near  this  point. 
About  a  quarter  of  the  houses  on  Bradway  Bank  are  connected  with  this 
sewer,  the  more  modern  houses  being  required  to  drain  to  cesspools. 
Higher  up  the  Brook,  near  Mickley  Lane,  the  sewer  from  Greenoak  runs 
directly  into  the  stream.  Some  of  the  sewage  from  the  north  slope  of 
Totley  Village  also  finds  its  way  indirectly  into  the  same  stream.  In 
my  last  Annual  Report  I  suggested  the  feasability  of  acquiring  land  on 
the  site  of  the  old  rolling  mill  dam  for  the  purpose  of  treating  the  sewage 
from  Bradway  Bank,  Greenoak,  and  Totley  Rise.  The  willingness  of 
the  Sheffield  City  Council  to  take  the  sewage  from  the  Heatherfield 
Estate  suggests  the  possibility  of  your  Council  coming  to  an  agreement 
with  them  to  receive  the  sewage  from  the  other  parts  of  Totley  and 
Bradway  Bank.  In  the  cases  of  Victoria  Road  and  Greenoak,  direct 
contamination  of  the  stream  would  be  prevented.  At  Totley  Rise  the 
present  charcoal  filter  could  be  replaced  by  a  more  efficient  system,  and 
higher  up,  the  sewer  could  in  time  be  extended  to  New  Totley  and  the 
north  side  of  Totley  Village. 
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The  sewage  of  the  south  slope  of  Totley  Village  is  heated  by  pre¬ 
cipitating  tanks,  just  below  Grove  House,  and  should  the  Council  adopt 
a  general  sewage  scheme,  this  district  and  Totley  Bents  would  naturally 
drain  to  the  Totley  Brook  Road  sewer.  The  replacement  of  the  present 
independent  systems  by  a  more  comprehensive  and  efficient  scheme  is 
worth  the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

Five  privies  have  been  converted  to  W.Cs.  during  the  year. 

The  scavenging  throughout  .the  district  is  carried  out  by  con¬ 
tractors,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The 
cost  of  scavenging  is  as  follows

The  refuse  is  removed  about  once  a  month  in  the  more  modern 
houses,  while,  in  the  older  houses  with  larger  ashpits,  the  intervals 
between  removal  are  rather  longer. 

Urban  powers  with  regard  to  scavenging  are  in  force  throughout 
the  district. 

Appended  is  a  return  of  the  work  done  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
department  during  the  year. 

There  is  one  bakehouse  in  the  district  ;  this  has  been  inspected 
four  times  and  found  satisfactory.  There  is  one  registered  slaughter¬ 
house  in  the  district  ;  this  has  been  inspected  four  times  and  found 
satisfactory. 

There  are  five  public  elementary  Schools  in  the  district. 

During  the  past  year  the  inspection  of  these  Schools  has  been  carried 
out  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  one 
of  his  Assistant  Medical  Officers. 

All  the  five  Schools  have  the  Sheffield  Water  supply  laid  on. 

No  School  has  been  closed  during  the  year  by  order  of  your  Council. 

There  are  46  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops  on  the  register. 
71  inspections  have  been  made  and  six  notices  served,  all  of  which  have 
been  complied  with. 

Five  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Udder  in  milking  cows  have  been 
reported  to  me  by  the  Police  during  the  year.  In  four  cases  the  discovery 
of  the  disease  was  made  on  the  information  of  the  Sheffield  City  authori¬ 
ties  from  the  examination  of  tuberculous  milk,  and  in  one  case  the 
information  was  given  by  the  owner  of  the  cow. 

Appended  is  a  detailed  return  of  the  work  done  during  the  year 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1910.  The  total  number  of  houses  inspected 
during  the  year  was  335.  The  detailed  report  of  the  inspections  is 
appended  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  The  following  is  a  summary  : —

From  the  detailed  report  it  will  be  seen  that  in  many  cases  the 
defects  have  not  been  finally  dealt  with. 

The  house  accommodation  for  the  working  classes  is,  on  the  whole, 
good,  but  being  so  near  Sheffield  there  is  a  tendency  for  the  available 
house  accommodation  to  be  taken  away  from  the  labouring  class  by 
those  engaged  in  business  in  the  City.  In  Dore  there  have  been  com¬ 
plaints  of  the  shortage  of  houses  for  the  working  classes. 

Four  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year 
and  abated  without  legal  proceedings. 

The  Council  have  ordered  a  systematic  inspection  of  all  houses 
under  £16  a  year  rental,  where  defects  are  likely  to  exist. 

Practically  all  the  poorer  houses  in  the  district  have  plenty  of 
open  space  about  them  and  their  surroundings  are  clean. 

A  careful  supervision  is  exercised  over  the  erection  of  all  new 
houses,  and  they  are  required  to  conform  to  the  bye-laws.

The  Diphtheria  cases  were  distributed  as  follows  : —

An  undue  proportion  of  Scarlatina  cases  were  notified  from  Totley 
village,  but,  although  careful  enquiry  was  made  into  the  milk  supply 
and  other  local  circumstances,  no  apparent  cause  for  this  high  pro¬ 
portion  of  disease  could  be  found.  All  these  cases,  with  the  exception  of 
two,  in  the  month  of  April,  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

The  three  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  isolated  from  each  other  by  time 
and  distance. 

The  boy  who  suffered  from  Enteric  Fever,  at  Greenhill,  in  May, 
presented  well-marked  symptoms  of  the  disease,  and  his  blood  gave  a 
well-marked  Widal  reaction.  No  case  of  Enteric  Fever  had  occurred  in 
the  village  since  April,  1911,  when  patient’s  grandmother  and  three 
other  persons  suffered  from  the  disease.  Patient  often  had  his  meals 
in  the  grandmother’s  house  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  she  acted  as  a 
’carrier.”  The  grandmother  had  been  specially  warned  of  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  imparting  infection  to  others,  and  had  also  been  given  printed 
instructions  with  regard  to  the  precautions  she  should  adopt.  The 
grandmother  is  now  dead. 

In  addition  to  the  facilities  provided  by  the  County  Council  for 
bacteriological  diagnosis,  the  Council  have  for  many  years  paid  for  such 
examinations  at  Sheffield  University.  In  Diphtheria  particularly, 
rapidity  of  trustworthy  diagnosis  is  a  great  aid  both  to  the  treatment  of 
the  patient  and  the  prevention  of  its  extension  to  others. 

The  cost  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin,  both  for  treatment  and  prophy¬ 
laxis,  is  defrayed  by  the  Council. 

Four  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  case  of  tubercular 
disease  of  the  glands  of  the  neck  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  visitation  of  tubercular  cases  notified  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  County  Council  Nurse,  and  disinfection  of  houses,  when  required, 
by  your  Sanitary  Inspector.
